PURE MILK EXPERIMENT. 


Elaborate plans Contemplated on Farm in 


Snmer* Town.stilii, Kcuo*»a County. 
KENOSHA, Wis., Dec. 15.—An oxperi- 


nont'is to be made on the large farm of 
ex-Congressman Stephenson in tho town 
of Somcrs which may be instrumental in 
developing the. dairy industry of this 
mrt.of tho state. The plan is lo supply 
the Chicago market with absolutely pure 


ilk. The burns will be improved and 


stalls will bo constructed, every cow be- 
ing placed in a separate stall, and re- 
celving the attention usually given to 
horses. New cement floors will be put 
down in place of the present wooden 
ones, nnd every precaution will be tok- 
en to ensure cleanliness. Ev,;n the men 
who arc employed to do the milking will 
be required to change their clothes be- 
fore they milk the cows. The milk will 
be taken immediately from the stables 
to a separate room some distance away 
and there it will be sterilized. The but- 
ter will be removed and will be again 
united with the milk by a regular form- 
ula. By these means, it is expected that 
an absolutely pure product, can be ob- 
'luiiicfl. Milk tlmt i.« at present sold for 
3 cents a quart will bo. retained on tho 
farm nt eight cents nnd shipped to Chi- 
cago at, 12 cents. 3n the stables there 
wiH 
be accommodation for 
200 cows 


which will give daily about 1.500 quarts 
of milk. The greater part of this will be 
sent to Chicago. Experts think the ven- 
ture will prove profitable.

The superintendent must pay 
nt teast $100 ior his horse and buggy 
nnd it -will cost, him as much moro to 
•keep the animal. He must live at ho- 
tels and withal The salary Is certainly 
small for a man wlio is supposed to 
know more than auy of his teachers 
and to 'lie. competent'to supervise all. 
hi Hock county there are only twenty 
townships and the superintendents re- 
ceive $1.000 each salary for practically 
one-half the worls. 


The proposition to Rive o'.:r Dane 


county superintendents their actual ox- 
pensps, not to exceed ?200 a year, was 
carried, though -with sonv- opposition, 
Moreover, the salary Is to be increased 
after tlie present terms expire. The 
country members of the board, who are 
always' opposed to jncroasrd compensa- 
tion for public services, were 'brought 
into line by tho argument that while 
the university 'handles 5 per cent of tlia 
school products, those country super- 
intendents deal with 05 per cent. 


Certainly 
county 
superintendents 


should bo'well paid. but the system 
should 1)6 revised to get tho highest 
order of trained ability — olrtev and 
more experienced men.

It is a. fact that is usually passod over 


lightly by the popular historian that 
King Oscar is - a descendant of the 
EoanharnsiB, to whom Napoleon allied 
himself in marriage. 
Born Jan. 31, 


1829 
be is the son of Oscar I and 


Joso'phine of Leuchten-berg, who was 
the daughter of Beauhasnais, the step- 
son of Napoleon. He came to tho 
thrane as Oscar II, at the age of 43, 
•whan his elder brother, King Oharloa 
XV, died. Since then (1872) only one 
cloud may bo caid to have darkened a 
most prosperous reign—the never end- 
ine disputes between S-weden and Kor- 
•way. which have kept the kicg at his 
•wits'end. On tho whole be has ruled 
in a way that political critics consider 
most wise and just, and ho has won the 
entire confidence, esteem and admira- 
tion o£ his subjects. 


It is tho general belief that Oecar U 


is tho most cultivated prince in Eu- 
rope. Besides being a great linguist, 
speaking seven languages ;perfectly, ho 
is a poet and writer of .acknowledged 
ability. 
His Verses arejipt .cply widely 


read throughout Swo'denj but have 
been translated into s»T?ral foreign 
toognes, 'He is a first rate musician, 
with a well cultivated, Vpiqe, an. elo- 
quent orator and an ardent! sjportsman.

him to be chosen not only as arbitrator 
between factions of his own people, but 
between nations.

HAULING MANURE. 


L»t* Pall nnd "Winter Work—Bent 


Plan* In TUoojry and Practice. 


No farmer can afford to waste the 


manure that is made on the farm, and 
one of the great advantages to the 
land, ftnd consequently to its owner, 
In stock farming, lies in the fact that It 
makes a large amount of barnyard ma- 
nure with which to maintain fertility, 
and dairy farming does this to a still 
greater extent, as Iowa Komcstead ex- 
plains. 


To the busy farmer tho time when 


the manure should be hauled is n mat- 
ter of Importance. With leisure for tho 
work at command, and a proper place 
to put It on the land, the Ideal way to 
treat manure would be to haul it out 
and gprcad it as it Is made. Other ur- 
gent work, however, makes this im- 
practicable in most cases. 


A great deal may be said, therefore, 


in favor of hauling out manure in the 
late fall nnd winter. There-lire at that 
time no crops In the field cither to de- 
mand the-farmer's attention or to be 
an obstacle to hauling out the manure. 
The ground, too, is usually lirui, mak- 
ing tho draft over tho field compara- 
tively light, and It is not as unpleasant 
a task on a moderately cold day as It is 
nt some other seasons of tho year. It 
is a sood time, too, to distribute the 
manure so that it will do the most 
sood, nnd if it is too cold to scatter it 
it may be piled on the ridges and thin 
places to be scattered at tho flrst thaw. 


If one will make a systematic effort 


to distribute the manure made on the 
place, giving the subject some thought, 
means can be devised to render the 
work easier. A low wagon, for exam- 
ple, 
is more easily ioadrd, broad tires 


cut the fields less,.and are of llchter 
draft, movable bottoms to the wagon; 
beiU such as are .used by teamsters; 
wlio'haul dirt In and about cities, will 
m,n!ve"the work of unloading easy...; 
\ 
:.'l'f,it"has been'difficult or impossible; 
l!b"h'flul out manure earlier, the farm; 
wllj be all tho better Cor a thorough: 
cieanin- up now and for a month or 
six" weeks to come, 'and the fields will 
respond better to next year's demand* 
unoD them. 


The Tripod of Asrlccltnre. 


• Commercial fertilizers contain .a va- 
riety of substances, but only three of 
such importance that the fanner can 
afford to buy them at the prices 
charged for concentrated manures, ac- 
cording to Dr. n. C. Kedzle, who says: 
They often contain liuie, magnesia, sil- 
ica, "o.xide of iron, sulphates, chlorides, 
etc., many of these of value r.s ma- 
nures, but (her can be boiisht for less 
money than is char.zcd for the commer- 
cial fertilizers. 
The fertilizers niny 


contain all these, but we buy them be- 
cause they contain in addition one or 
more of three materials—viz, potash, 
phosphoric acid and active nitrogen. 
It Is the presence of these materials 
that gives commercial value to ferti- 
lizers. 
1C the dealer boasts that his 


manure also contains alumina, silica, 
oxide of iron, lime and magnesia, the 
sufficient answer is that these mate- 
rials make up the mass of all soils and 
that'the fanner btijs, his land by the 
acre,'a»a' not by the ton. The only ma- 
nfi'rial,materials that a farmer caii, af- 
ford, ..to. buy nt pi-ices demanded for 
fertilizers are those'three most ncccs-; 
ssry,'most precious and most easily 


1 exhausted elements of plant growth, 
the' iripod of ajii'lciilturo. 
In the ab- 


sence of any oue of these three time-, 
dais no plant can grow to perfection. 


STRAW 


L**t 'Well In «*e Drr Region* of tk« 


Weit—How to Bnlld One. 


Straw buildings need not be tho short 


lived affairs ttiat tlie nature of the ma-. 
terial would seem to Indicate, and they, 
can be given a reasonable degree of 
permanency to our dry climate, says a 
writer In Denver Field a:id Farm. The 
material costs nothing except the bal- 
ing and is In great abundance. It will 
make a warmer wall than lumber. Is 
easier kept in repair and does not re- 
quire to be painted every few years. 


In the arid-region in which lumber 


is especially scarce straw will last 
much better than in a moist climate. 
The straw must be baled, and the bales 
can be laid up. like brick, breaking 
joints In the same manner. The usual 
size of bales is 13 by IS inches, thus 
giving a wall IS inches thick If laid 
flatwise. Four courses of such bales 
would be about five feet high, likely a 
little more. 
The ordinary length Is 


about 3% feet. Tho lengths should be 
gauged as accurately as possible. Dif- 
ferent lengths of bale ties arc mads, 
but the difference is small. However, 
the cost of ties is small, and in using 
a long tie for a short bale no barm 
would be done except some waste of 
wire. Ties might be cut In two and 
make a short bale which would be use- 
ful to P.1L in. Most of the biles should 
be of the same length. 
A sufficient 


number should be as much shorter as 
the bales are wide, thus giving an op- 
portunity to break Joints at the cor- 
ners. 


The size of window frames should be 


figured with regard to the length and 
height of the bales, especially the lat- 
ter. 
If a sash to 611 them cannot be 


had, 
get one as near as possible to the 


right size and (ill In around it on. one 
or more sides with boards. Where a 
single sash Is used it is best, as a rule, 
to swiDR it up. It is hardly practica- 
ble to slide it sideways. Where a side 
or end is to be without openings it can 
be built entirely of the long bales. 
It 


is best to bale the straw first, lay up 
enough bales to determine just how 
they~>vill appear In the wall and then 
plan the siz<.- of the building according- 
ly. It is safest to.make drawings of 
the walls to be sure the courses will 
come out right. In most cases three or 
'at'most four:lengths of bales will bo 
'sufficient'with a. little chinking, and 
'most o£ these, .should, be the longest. 
!slze, only a few short ones being need- 
ed. The strasv should not be baled too 
tisbt, for if rather soft tho bales will 
settle closer and make a warmer wall 
than if they are more rigid. 


Cheap Straw Shelters For Vie*. 
This winter not many plauk shelters 


will be built for swine. Lumber Is too 
costly. While the price of pork Is good, 
It has not increased like the price of 
building material. Straw is scarce over 
a large area; consequently 
fodder 


conies in for the first place for making 
cheap shelter, says National Stockman. 


Three points must be looked after in 


making; comfortable shelter and feed- 
Ins lots—warmth, dryness and a wind 
break for feeding grounds. These can 
be had with a. little care on every farm. 


Keep the pigs dry and do not fear 


that the shelter will be too warm. 
However, If the nest Is wet it can be 
too warm. -Have the opening in the 
direction from which the wind blows 
the least. 
Build tight the sides with 


fodder, so the wind will not blow on 
their bodies.. [Make tlie roof, of suffi- 
cient slaii't; to turn' water. 
Fodder 


thrown over the pen flat, in single 
bu'uches is no better than no roof. 


Potato Inneoticldfi. 


From Its experiments with insecti- 


cides upon potatoes the Maine station 
arrives at the following conclusion: 


In fighiinjt the Colorado pot.'iio bee- 


tle no adequate substitute for arsenical 
poisons has yet been found. Tho efforts 
are now limited to finding cheaper or 
more effective compounds of arsenic 
th:m parls green. 
The arsenical in- 


secticides are best applied with water 
Iu the form of a. liue spray sis soon as 
tho slugs appear. -Unless applied iu 
connection with bordeaux mixture it 
Is safest to use lime with all arsenical 
compounds. 
The applications, should 


be repented as often as necessary. 
Some of tho cheaper arsenoids were in 
these experiments as effective as paris 
green. There is uo reason for using 
them in place of paris green unless 
they can be had at a lower price. Lend 
hrsennte Is the most satisfactory of the 
insecticides used by the st.igon. It Is 
apparently slower in action thnn the 
copper compounds of arsenic, but it 
can be more evenly applied, and it ad- 
heres firmly to the foliage without 
burning. 


Siornse For Corn Fodilcr. 


A shed or mow -30 by 40 feet, with 


posts 20 feet, will store enough lone 
stover"to feed 2," horses and young cnt- 
tle five mouths if the corn was cut 
with a high stubble and none cC thu 
feed is wasted by outdoor feeding. A 
small percentage of the corn crop goes 
luto the Kilo—.1 very small percentage 
notwithstanding all that has been said 
in favor of the silo. A very small per- 
centage of the stover is shredded. The 
bulk of this feeding stuff la fed long 
because It is too cheap aud plentiful In 
raneh'of the corn belt to justify the la- 
bor of cutting. 
But outside of the 


hcart'of the biggest corn production it 
pays to .house oil tho stover needed fov 
feeding, oven if shredding aud cuttlug 
are. considered out of the question. 
When .tied In bundles with string, it 
can be handled rapidly, and the needed 
storage room is found not to be nearly 
so great as many suppose.—National 
Stockman 


Slovenly Method*. 


It is a too common practice among 


farmers In sonic western sections to 
•follow slovenly methods in feeding 
.stock. Instead of getting a few feet of 
cheap lumber for a floor on which to 
feed or ma'kiug a few troughs whole 
grain is strewn on the ground for the 
hogs to gather up as best they may. 
Often the rainy season begins before 
the hogs are sold. Then the feedyard 
becomes a slough of mud, out of which 
the animals work very assiduously to 


I gather their daily food. This may be 


j an extreme picture, but who has not 


seen it many times. 


DO BEES INJURE FRUIT? 


One Side at tfec <tne»«lon— A. Stron* 


Csie For the Bees. 


A house was built, .10 feet long by 10 


feet wide and S feet high at the cor- 
ners, having the sides partly covered 
with wire cloth and large screen doors 
iu each end. The house was entirely 
bceproof and was made so that tba 
temperature and light in the house 
were substantially the same as ontslde. 
.. 


Along the sides of the house were built 
; 


shelves, upon which fruit was placed - 
so that the rays of the sun might strike 
: 


the different 
varieties in 
different 


stages of ripeness from greer, to dead 
ripe, Plates of ripe peaches, plums, • 
pears, grapes, etc., were placed on the 
shelves. Clusters of different kinds of 
grapes, green and ripe, sound and im- 
perfect and such as had been stung by; 
: 


Insects, were suspended from the raft- 
ers and crossties of the house. Sept 1 
three colonies of bees were remove* 
from their hives carefully and quickly, 
so that they would carry very little 
honey with them when transferred 
from one hive to another. . Two of the 
colonies were hybrid bees and one Ital- 
ian. 
These colonies were- blved on . 


empty combs and placed in the house 
with the fruit. A wood stove was put 
in the house, and for a number of hours ' . 
each day a high temperature was 
maintained. 
The physical conditions 
,^_ 


which would ordinarily prevail in na- 
ture during a protracted and severe 
drought were artificially produced and 
steadily maintained. The bees were 
brought to the stages of hunger, thirst 
and starvation by these artificial con- 
ditions. 


Every inducement aud opportunity 


was afforded the bees to satisfy tie'.r 
hunger and thirst by attacking the 
fruit 'exposed. They daily visited the 
fruit In great. numbers and labored dil- 
igently to Improve the only remaining 
source of subsistence. . They Inspected 
and. took what advantage they co.uld of 
every opening at the stem. or crack: in 
the 'skin or puncture made , by insects 
'whi.ch deposit tbeir eggs In the skin of 
'grapes! 
They regarded the skin of 


peaches, pears, plums an'd other fruits 
having a thick covering simply as sub- 
jects for inquiry and investigation and 
not objects for attack. If the skin was 
broken or removed, they would in caso 
•of need lap and suck the juices ox- 
posed. The same was also true of the 
grapes if the skin was broken by vio- 
lence or burst on account of the fruit 
becoming overripe. -The bees lapped 
and sucked the juices from the exposed 
parts of the grapes and stored it In the 
cells for food. They made no attempt > -r 
to grasp the skin of grapes with their I ^ 
mandibles or with their claws. 
I 


If the grapes were cut open or burst! 


from overripenesB, the bees would Lip 1 
nnd suck the juice from the exposed \ , 
segments of the grape until they came 
to the film separating the exposed and 
broken segments from the unbroken, 
segments. 
Through and beyond the 


film separating the segments they ap- 
peared to be unable 'to penetrate tho 
outer skin, so it was removed from 
many grapes of different kinds, taking 
core cot to rupture the film surround- 
ing tlie pulp. When these : were expos- 
ed to the bees, they continued to lap 
and suck the juices from the outer'fllm 
until ft was dry and smooth, as was 
the'fjim between broken and, unbroken 
segments. They sliowed no. disposition 
to use their jaws or claws, and. tho 
outer film as well as the 'film 'between 
broken segments remained whole until 
the pulp decayed and dried up. 


The foregoing is one o* a, series of ex- 


haustive experiments conducted by the 
agricultural department some years 
nso and reviewed recently In Rural 
New Yorker by Professor Sllngerland 
apropos of the lawsuit between two 
brothers over bees and peaches, which 
bids fair to achieve lasting fame.

Ohio Farmer enumerates- several 


methods of preserving cider. One Is to 
niter out all pomace. When two days 
old, filter into a clean barrel, bnng up. 
leave 24 hours, then filter again. If It 
shows signs of fermentation, niter a. 
third time. Another Is to leave bung 
out aud keep the barrel full until the 
process of fermeutatlon is over, then 
rack off iuto a cleau barrel or bottle it.. 
Another Is to filter, skim, then fill bar- 
rel" within an inch of bunghole and 
bung airtight. Another is to let cider 
ferment till It is lively. Then add one- 
fourth ounce of sulphite of lime to each 
gallon of cider. Dissolve the sulphite 
In s gallon or two of the cider, pour 
back and shake the barrel well. When 
well settled, rack off Into a clean cask 
or bottle It. Another is to add to each 
barrel within 24 hours after made one- 
half pound of ground mustard .and ona 
pound of crushed horse radish.

Mounding: Tre«» «nd Plant*. 


If one desires to do something for bis 


trees nud plants this fall. It would be 
DO bad Idea iu case of newly planted 
apple, peucb, plum, cherry nnd pear 
trees to throw up a hillock of earta 
around the trees two' feet or more, says 
Iowa Homestead. It is a great protec- 
tion. The crown, just where the tree 
comes out of the ground, is a very vul- 
nerable spot and easily affected, and 
when it Is the vitality of the whole tree 
Is lowered through It. ' In the case of 
youug vlues and bushes put small 
mounds over them. When young, they 
do not always resist root Injury even 
when hardy. 
It Is safest to throw a 


mound of earth about the size of a 
bushe! basket over grapevines on tho 
approach cf winter the Crst two setir 
sons.
